Saxbe threatens 
action against 
state lotteries 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Atty . 
Gen. William B. Sax be today 
threatened to seek a cou rt in­ 
ju nction against state lotteries 
u nless Congress acts within 9 0 
day s to ex empt states from fed­ 
eral antilottery laws. 
“If Congress takes no action, 
it’s ou r intention to ask the 
cou rts to decide the qu estion, 
and if decided fav orably to u s, 
to 
seek 
inju nctiv e 
relief,’’ 
Sax be said at a news confer­ 
ence following a priv ate m eet­ 
ing with officials from the 13 
states with lotteries.* 


ITie attorney gener.il said 
federal prosecu tors will take no 
civ il or criminal action against 
lottery officials and partici­ 
pants du ring the interim. 
He said he has written Senate 
Ju diciary Committee Chairman 
Jam es Eastland and Hou se 
Ju diciary Committee Chairman 
Peter Rodino to requ est speedy 
action on pending bills making 
state lotteries legal u nder fed­ 
eral law. 
The Ju stice Department and 
the state officials reached a 
“common u nderstanding that 


the qu estion shou ld be resolv ed 
and laid to rest by actioh of 
Congress," SaAbe said. 
Bu t he and Gov s. Marv in 
Mandel of M ary land and Thom­ 
as Meskipl of Connecticu t said 
there were honest differences 
of opinion abou t whether the 
state sy stems actu ally v iolate 
the federal laws prohibiting in­ 
terstate 
n^ailing 
and 
dis 
tribu tion of lottery tickets and 
other m aterials. 
“I think there’s an u nani­ 
mou s opinion among the states 
that the laws don’t apply to 


state-operated lotteries," M an­ 
del said. 
Meskill added. “It’s not a 
m atter of asking the Ju stice 
Departm ent to look the other 
way for the nex t 9 0 day s. We 
feel we hav e not v iolated any 
law ” 
Pennsy lv ania Atty . Gen. Is­ 
rael Packel said he was in v io­ 
lent disagreem ent with Sax be’s 
pu sh for resolu tion of the issu e 
in the cou rts or Congress. 
“I think he has started an u n­ 
necessary legal fight," Packel 
said. 


Sax be said he felt the issu e 
cou ld not be ignored, say ing: 
“We raise these issu es only be­ 
cau se we are getting increasing 
nu mbers of qu estions from non­ 
lottery states” 
The attorney general denied 
that he was threatening Con­ 
gress with a deadline, bu t he 
said the departm ent has asked 
states to su bmit legal briefs on 
the qu estion within 6 0 day s and 
cou ld be ready to file su it in 9 0. 
“Frankly ," he said, “we are 
not in a hu rry to do this if Con­ 
gress is going to act ”

Fact-hnder is 
chosen in Dixon 
teacher talks 


The Dix on Board of Edu cation and Dix on Teacher’s 
Association hav e agreed u pon a fact-finder in their a t­ 
tempt to reach agreem ent in the cu rrent contract talks. 
Selected from a list of names su bm itted by the Office 
of Su perintendent of Pu blic Instru ction was Rey nolds 
Seitz, professor of law at M arqu ette Univ ersity , Milwau ­ 
kee, Wis. 
Seitz will meet with both sides in the board room at 
Sou th Central School at noon on Sept. 16 . Du ring the 
planned one-day session, both sides will hav e an opportu ­ 
nity to su bmit ev idence, both orally and in writing, to su b­ 
stantiate their positions. 
TTie fact-finder will issu e his report following a rev iew 
of the ev idence. His recommendation, howev er, is not 
binding to either side in the dispu te. 
Fact-finding is the final step in the collectiv e bargain­ 
ing process. Both the board and DTA failed to reach 
agreem ent on a contract for the 19 74-75 y ear, declaring an 
impasse in Ju ly . A m ediator selected and agreed u pon by 
both sides was u nsu ccessfu l in reaching a settlem ent and 
the m atter then went to fact-finding. 
Althou gh representativ es from bargaining team s on 
both sides hav e refu sed comment to the media, it was 
learned the DTA rejected a school board offer for a base 
salary of $9 ,100, u p from the 19 73-74 contract figu re of $8 ,- 
375. Contained in the school board offer was an approx i­ 
m ate salary hike per teacher of $1,050, also rejected by the 
DTA negotiating team , it was learned. 
Meanwhile, the district’s 250 teachers are working u n­ 
der term s of the old contract. Final settlem ent will resu lt 
in retroactiv e pay increases to the teachers.

May or W arren Walder emphasized Thu rs­ 
day no new tax es will be imposed to pay for 
constru ction of a new fire station, a city ga­ 
rage and a new city hall becau se the city will 
receiv e enou gh federal rev enu e sharing fu nds 
to pay tor these projects. 
The may or also called for consideration of 
making First Street one-way from Ottawa 
Av enu e to Peoria Av enu e and for taking cu rb- 
side parking m eters off streets in the central 
bu siness district. 
Walder spoke at a meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce in the Nachu sa Hou se, attended 
by 80 persons, say ing the city now has $49 0,000 
in u ncommitted federal rev enu e sharing 
fu nds and du ring the nex t 18 to 24 months will 
receiv e additional $8 7 3,000 in federal fu nds. 
He apologized for the City Cou ncil not get­ 
ting the m essage across that the constru ction 
of these new facilities will not resu lt in impo­ 
sition of any new tax es. 
The city ’s chief ex ecu tiv e pointed ou t fed­ 
eral rev enu e sharing fu nds may only be spent 
for fe^prally approv ed projects and noted 
constru ction of new facilities is inclu ded in 
these accepted u ses. 
The first project will be a city garage con­ 
stru cted at the airport for an estim ated cost of 
$216 ,000, the m ay or rev ealed, and reported 
the search is still on for a location for a new 
fire station in a fou r-block radiu s of Sev enth 


St. and Galena Av e. 
May or Walder said the hope is the Dix on 
Ru ral Fire District will constru ct a new fire 
station on the north side. 
When new north and sou th side stations 
are a reality , the may or said he hopes a city 
and a ru ral tru ck may be hou sed in each facil­ 
ity and an emergency ambu lance be kept at 
each station. 
In reference to a new city hall, the may oi 
declared, “We hope a new city hall will pro­ 
v ide a new facility which we hope will add the 
impetu s to modernize the downtown core” 
He rev ealed du ring the past three weeks 
representativ e of eight downtown properties 
hav e come to him with offers to sell these 
properties, “This is not a healthy situ ation 
and does not bode well for the city ,’’ su ggest­ 
ed the m ay or. 
“1 am intere te d in the downtown and 
don’t want to fou l it u p becau se a significant 
part of city income comes from sales tax ,’’ 
commented the may or, who observ ed, “the 
city gets one penny for ev ery dollar y ou spend 
in ou r confines." 
The m ay or reminded the cham ber m em ­ 
bers the city has spent $580,000 du ring the last 
three y ears on streets, cu rbs and storm sew­ 
ers. 
The cham ber meeting heard discu ssion on 
two issu es, downtown dev elopment and the 


hou sing and labor shortage. 
Commenting on these problems, May or 
Walder said, “Prov iding more hou sing takes 
two things, annex ation and zoning, and I wish 
some of y ou wou ld come to the City Cou ncil 
meeting and hear the reaction from citizens 
when we take u p these changes. 
“I am comv inced,” the may or com ­ 
plained, “people ju st don’t want to make 
changes.” 
Jam.es G. Bu rke, city commissioner and 
realtor, was principal spokesman to su rv ey 
the hou sing situ ation and pointed ou t the 25 
low-cost hou sing u nits hav e been completed 
and soon the high-rise for the elderly will be 
ready for occu pancy . 
Bu rke noted the large apartm ent bu ilding, 
when opened, will attract older people liv ing 
in priv ate homes and more single family 
dwellings will soon be on the rental and sales 
m arkets. 
“There is daily pressu re to find rental 
properties for fam ilies," the realtor ob­ 
serv ed. 
He pointed to the proposed dev elopment of 
a 200-u nit facility east of the city has been 
dropped becau se of high constru ction and fi­ 
nancing costs, is indicativ e of one problem 
facing procu ring more hou sing. 
In the fu tu re Bu rke pointed ou t the 155- 
acre project stretching fjnom Graiit City Shop- 


ping Center to Palm y ra Road, near the Brown 
Shingle, which will be dev eloped for single 
and mu ltiple dwelling u nits ov er a 10-y ear pe­ 
riod. 
George Beier of the Dix on Indu strial Cou n­ 
cil, talked abou t how the cham ber is working 
with the state u nemploy ment office at Rock 
Falls to attract some persons receiv ing u n­ 
employ ment benefits onto factory and com ­ 
m ercial pay rolls. 
Beier said presently the Rock Falls office 
has 225 persons collecting u nemploy ment 
and. ‘i f we cou ld get 100 of these it wou ld be 
good," he conclu ded. 


A lbert V andenberg, cha irm an, Dix on 
Commercial Dev elopment Commission, told 
the cham ber mem bers 6 7 sponsors had signed 
u p in the downtown remodernization program 
which was kicked off at a May meeting when 
Lockwood M artling Jr., an architect, ou tlined 
the project. 
Vandenberg said the 6 7 sponsors hav e con­ 
tribu ted $4,76 5 to prov ide fu nds for architec­ 
tu ral sketches. 
He rev ealed architect John Mcl..ane Jr. 
has finished abou t “two-thirds of the drawing 
board work for the program .” 
Projects completed inclu de the First 
Christian Chu rch and the wall m u ral at First 
St. and Peora Av e., Vandenberg said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s u nemploy ment rate in 
Au gu st continu ed its slow u p­ 
ward climb, rising by one-tenth 
of a per cent to 5.4 per cent of 
the work force, the gov ernment 
reported today . 
Althou gh the change from the 
Ju ly rate of 5.3 per cent is not 
considered statistically signifi­ 
cant, the Labor Departm ent 
said the increase taken ov er 
the past two months represent­ 
ed a break from the 5.2 per 
cent plateau that had prev ailed 
du ring the first half of the 
y ear 


The jobless rate now has ris­ 
en by eight-tenths of a per­ 
centage point from last Octo­ 
ber’s 6 ‘2-y ear low of 4.6 per 
cent and is ex pected to contin­ 
u e climbing as the economy fal­ 
ters. 
The Labor Department said 
4.9 million Americans were 
u nable to find work last month, 
an increase of abou t 19 0,000 
since Ju ly 
The Ford administration has 
prepared a program of gradu ­ 
ally rising pay ments to local 
gov ernments to create addition 
al pu blic serv ice jobs as u nem ­ 


ploy ment mou nts. If the jobless 
rate reaches 5.5 per cent. La­ 
bor Secretary Peter J Brennan 
has said the gov ernment wou ld 
mov e to create abou t 100,000 
more jobs.

De moc ra ts did 
the ms e lv e s in

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Gerald 
F'ord is the most dangerous op p o­ 
nent the Democratic majority in 
Congress could hav e confirmed for a 
White House role. 
To understand this it is necessary 
to reread a sentence in Jan. 23, 1967 
issue of Newsweek—“almost single- 
handedly Ford raised $1.2 million .. . 
for Rep ublicans running in Demo- 
cratic-held districts, saw to it that 
they were sup p lied with well-re­ 
searched p osition p ap ers—and har­ 
v ested his reward with the arriv al of 
52 freshmen who owed their p olitical 
lives more or less to him. ’ 
Mr. Ford is basically a p arty 
builder, as neither Eisenhower nor 
Nix on was. As no other Rep ublican 
p resident in this century , he under­ 
stands the real basis of p olitical 
p ower—a strong rep resentation in 
electiv e office and trained blood 
ready to move into ev ery contest in 
which the Democrats show weak­ 
ness. 
Make no mistake about it, the 
1967 ex amp le was no aberration. In 
1972, Ford’s fund raisers gav e $500 to 
$1,000 each to 13 Rep ublican con­ 
gressional candidates and $1,000 to 
Sen. Bob Griffin’s race. These were 
funds ov er and above what Mr. Ford 
needed for his own re-election drive. 
Year after y ear Mr. Ford has 
toured the country at ev ery op p or­ 
tunity , p ushing local Rep ublican of­ 
fice holders and candidates of all 
flav ors—liberal, conserv ativ e and 
middle of the road. He has gone to 
bat for Rep . (Pete) McCloskey , (R- 
Calif.) who op p osed Nix on for the 
p residential nomination and for 
Michigan Rep . Donald Riegle before 
the latter switched his p arty affilia­ 
tion to Democratic. 
On becoming vice p resident, Mr. 
Ford lost no time in using his new 
p ost as an op p ortunity to hustle from 
East to West, p lugging for the GOP 
and its candidates. 
This suggests Mr. P'ord, as no 
other Rep ublican p resident in our 


time, will set out to use all his legiti­ 
mate White House influence to p ro­ 
mote the election of Rep ublicans to 
the Senate, the House and to state 
governorship s. He will make certain 
y ounger Rep ublicans of p romise re­ 
ceive federal p osts which will give 
them the ex p osure they need for 
elective office in the future. 
Mr. F'ord’s use of p ower in his 
congressional day s was sy stematic 
and bold. First, there was the care­ 
ful building of alliances and the es­ 
tablishment of lOUs due him for re­ 
p eated favors. This led to his elec­ 
tion as minority leader, described at 
the time as a “foundation rattling 
reconstruction of the GOP p ower 
structure.’’ It gave Mr. Ford the in­ 
fluence he needed to install one of liis 
Young Turk aides, Melvin Laird, as 
GOP caucus chairman, and to cre­ 
ate a new influential p ost—chair­ 
man of the House Rep ublican com­ 
mittee on p olicy , p lanning and re­ 
search—for another ally , Charles 
Goodall (R-N.Y.). This three-man 
team then installed the brilliant Dr. 
William Prendergast as research di­ 
rector. 
From this Ford-engineered re­ 
search group there came, one after 
another, a series of tough p ositive 
p osition p ap ers which the Wall 
Street Journal and the Washington 
Post called ap p ealing legislative 
p rop osals calculated to win wide­ 
sp read p eop le sup p ort, even if not 
adop ted by the Democratic majori­ 
ty .

He is now the first une 
lected p resident of the 50 United 
States. 
Nelson Rockefeller, three-time 
loser in bids for the Rep ublican 
p residential nomination, last De­ 
cember resigned after 15 outstand­ 
ing y ears as gov ernor of New York 
If Congress confirms his nomina­ 
tion, it will be the first time that both 
a p resident and his vice p resident 
were not elected by p op ular vote.

In the late 19 60s, the Survey Re­ 
search Center (SRC) of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan, debunked this view 
of citizen v oters from a study which 
rev ealed individuals were generally 
unaware of the issues in a p residen­ 
tial camp aign and their voting deci­ 
sions were largely based on candi­ 
date images and p arty p references, 
rather than on issue considerations. 
The Michigan discovery has been 
followed by numerous p olitical sur­ 
vey studies which have confirmed 
the SRC assessment, although find­ 
ings deriv ed from the 19 70s have 
tended to indicate the SRC may have 
ov erestimated the image imp or­ 
tance in the making of p olitical deci­ 
sions. 
Some of the rep orts concerning 
how v oters decide which candidates 
to vote for p oint to the role of televi­ 
sion informing citizens about caniii- 
dates and they suggest this media 
does a g(X)d job of bringing the can­ 
didate’s image to the v oter but does 
a p oor job in convey ing issues and 
information. 
Tlie most recent rep ort coming to 
our attention about how citizens de­ 
cide to vote was made by the Public 
Affairs Research Bureau of South­ 
ern Illinois University which studied 
the 1972 state senate elections in the 
58th District in the last three weeks 


before that voting day . 
The district is in southern Illinois, 
The race p itted Gale Williams, a 
Rep ublican, who was a 10-y ear v et­ 
eran of the Illinois House against 
Ken Buzbee, a Democrat, who ha(l 
lost a race to gain a seat in the Illi­ 
nois House in 1970. 
They had not p reviously run 
against each other since the district 
had been newly drawn an(l neither 
candidate was an incumbent for the 
p ost sought and p redictions were the 
race would be a toss-up . 
Although Williams had more 
money than Buzbee and sp ent more 
on the camp aign than his op p onent, 
the Democrat was elected in the dis­ 
trict which in that y ear sent two Re­ 
p ublicans and one Democrat to the 
Illinois House. 
The researchers found both can­ 
didates sought to communicate with 
v oters through p ress releases, 
sp eeches, p ersonal contact and p o­ 
litical adv ertising. 
The authors of the study rep ort 
Williams focused more on issues 
than did his op p onent, whose cam­ 
p aign zeroed in on image building 
comments. 
Williams’s main stress during his 
camp aign was his op p osition to gun 
control legislation, even though his 
op p onent also was against registra­ 
tion of guns. 


Buzbee did not make so much out 
of his op p osition to gun control as he 
did to p ointing out that Williams in 
his last y ear in the House had an­ 
swered only 29 p er cent of roll calls 
on bills. 
Shifting to himself Buzbee cam­ 
p aigned on his p romise he would be 
a full-time senator. 
When p ersons were q uestioned 
about Williams’s camp aign issues 
they most often recalled his op p osi­ 
tion to gun control legislation and 
when they were asked to name what 
Buzbee’s emp hasis was, almost one- 
third of all resp ondents mentioned 
Williams’s voting record. 
The second most highest number 
of p olled v oters remembered Buz­ 
bee’s stand against gun control and 
this was followed by his p romise to 
be a full-time senator. 
Whether this is a v alid study 
showing p eop le tend to be motiv ated 
by image-orientation rather than is­ 
sues, we cannot be sure. 
It must be recalled, Williams’s 
main emp hasis was on an issue 
which his op p onent also agreed with 
while Buzbee hit Williams on two 
sensitiv e p oints of image orienta­ 
tion: Williams’s record and on the 
p romise to be a full-time senator, 
imp ly ing this is what the citizens of 
the district had not p reviously had.

Charley Manson's nightmare world

LOS ANGELES - (NEA) - 
Some of the origiisAl members 
<rf Charles Manscm’s “family” 
are still operating, says Brocéis 
Poston, one of the v ery feu- 
Manson 
m em bers 
who 
managed to escape Manson’s 
clutches. 
“The girls are in control of 
the family now,” Poston says. 
“I’m not sure if they are 
capable of any crimes now, 
simply because there is no one 
strong personality there any 
more — nobody who can tell 
them what to do.” 
For nine months, in 1969 and 
1970, Brooks PosUxi was a 
member in good standing of 
Manson and his group of 
warped disciples. In February, 
1970, he woke up to what was 
going on. 
“I was dissati^ied,” he says, 
“but I didn’t knou how to 
leav e. I wasn’t « ire that he 
wasn’t Oirist — if he really 
was, then I shcHildn’t go. But I 
didn’t like it with him. I had to 
eat, sleep, do ev erything when 
he told me. And I didn’t like it 
when he beat up the girk .” 
For a while, when Man^m 
was in Los Angeles and Poston 
and some others were left 
behind at the family’s ranch, 
they were apart. That was 
when a man named Paul 
Crockett met Postcm and con­ 
v inced him he should do 
something constructiv e with 
his life. 
With Crockett’s help, PcKtcMi 
and one or two others escaped. 
Today, Brooks Poston is a 
member of a musical group. 
Desert Sun. And, perhaps to do 
penance for what his former 
family members did, he also is 
activ e with the Foundation for 
the Adv ancement of Human 
Awareness, 
working 
with 


people to make the most of their 
potential. 
PoshMi is a lean, fair-haired 
Texan, now 25, who left home as 
a teen-ager because he was 
“ disenchanted 
with 
my 
parents” 
He 
cam e 
to 
California to finish high school 
but soon found himself en­ 
trapped by Mans(Mi. 
“I met this girl who took me 
to see Charley,” he says. “The 
first thing I saw Charley do was 
kneel down and kiss a guy’s feet. 
That impressed me. Also, he 
had fiv e girls liv ing with him. 
That was a natural trap for 
guys. Charley gav e me a shirt. 
He said anything that was his 
was mine.” 
Poston was impressionable 
and Mans(Mi was clev er. It 
didn’t take the ex-conv ict l<Mig 
to hav e Poston as his newest 
disciple. 
“Charlie was v ery unusual,” 
Poston says. “He was v ery 
humble. He said the right wcn*ds 
— lov e, peace, freedom. AH the 
phrases which appealed to me 
then. 
“He knew how to play on our 
weaknesses. One girl had body 
hair. She felt inadequate. 
Charley told her she was 
beautiful. 
‘To us, he was a Christ- 
figure. I believ ed 100 per cent 
he was Christ. I was on acid 
then, of course, but I saw him 
do things, like he would grant 
eternal life to people. He was 
miraculous.” 
Through careful adm inis­ 
tration of drugs, plus his nativ e 
skiU at psychology, Manson 
subjugated his family until they 
would do anything and ev ery­ 
thing he told them to. 
Fortunately for Poston, he 
retained enough of his inhibi­ 
tions so that Manson did not 
cc» npletely trust him. Thus, he 


was, as he says, “the bottom 
man on the tc^em pole. 
“I wasn’t included in a lot of 
things,” he says. “I wasn’t 
asked to take part in the oi^ies. 
I had to do the physical labor — 
I worked as a cowboy, I 
shov eled a lot of horse manure, 
I dbc^iped a lot of wood.” 
Still, for those many mwiths, 
Poston foUowed Manson. One 
Charley’s ideas was that an 
inter-racial war — he caUed it 
“ h elterskelter” — between 
blacks and whites was coming. 
They all believ ed him. 
“ He re-program m ed ev - 
v eryone who came in to accept 
his ideas,” Poston says. "He 
used drugs, singing — he was a 
fabulous m usician — and 
talking. He would say ‘Ev ery­ 
one must submit to my lov e.’ 
He’d repeat it <xi add trips. You 
would feel it, registering like a 
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shock wav e on your body. 
“He’d stretch himself on a 
cn» s. He’d say, ‘Good is bad 
and bad is good.’ His ideas took 
ov er as our reality.” 
Ev en after Peyton made his 
break, in Februar> of 1970, 
Manson tried to lure him back. 
Poston, Crockett and some 
dhers had a cabin in the woods. 
“ Charley 
figured 
if 
he 
couldn’t get us back , he’d kill 
us,” Poston says. “He tried to 
sneak up on our cabin at night. 
But we had a big dog and he’d 
start to growl. We’d go out and 
there would be Charley with a 
knife. 
“ ‘One o i these nights,’ he 
said, ‘ “I’m going to get you.’ ” 
But Poston and the other 
escapees managed to surv iv e. 


'They were the lucky ones. 
“It was literally total in­ 
sanity,” Poston says now. “I 
decideid to talk to people, young 
people, to teU them there is 
another way to freedom. I got 
myself in it and I got myself out 
of it.”

Hollywood 
(N E A )— Crime 
continues to be rampant, but 
nostalgia, women and the great 
outdoors are gaining. 
That, in a nutshell, is the re­ 
port on the ’74-75 television 
season opening this month. Be­ 
cause last year was pretty 
much of a disaster—“ 'Hie Year 
of the Dog,” the TV brass is 
calling it—there has been a ma­ 
jor shakewell of the TV sched­ 
ule by all three networks. 
At this time last year, be­ 
cause of the w riters’ strike, the 
season was a shambles. Maybe 
that’s why the seaso:. was such 
a dud. Maybe it was just be­ 
cause last season’s new sho^^^ 
were losers. It’s all hypotheti­ 
cal. Whatever the cause, last 
year was bad. 
Of the 20 new shows which 
premiered a year ago, only 
three-C BS’ Kojak, N BC ’s Po­ 
lice Story and A BC ’s The $6 
Million Man—are back. Tlie 
others are now history, and 
pretty forgettable history, at 
that. 
TTiis year, there are 25 new 
programs, standing nervously 
at the post. ABC and NBC have 
10 new ones each, with CBS 
adding five more. 
How do the three networks 
view the coming season? What 
do they see as the significant 
trends? 
N EA put th(Ke questions to 
program executives at each of 
the networks, and, predictably, 
got three different answers. 
“ The significant thing this 
year,” says Barry D iller, vice 
president. Prim e Time Pro ­ 
grams, of ABC, “ is the number 
of new shows. Twenty-five is a 
lot of new shows. It ’s the kam i­ 
kaze approach, with everybody 
debuting the same week. W e’ll 
see some fast casualties, which 
is unfair to all of the shows.” 
“ This is a critical year,” says 
Perry Lafferty, vice president. 
Program s, Hollywood, of CBS. 
“ W e’ll see if The Waltons was 
the right show in the right place 
at the right time. Did the au­ 
dience go for it because it rep­ 
resented better times, when 
values were better? 
“ The Waltons was the (Mily 
show in many years in which 
the hero did not have the power 
of life and death. We have no 
franchise on that type of show, 
and that’s the big news this sea­ 
son. If it works, it w ill open up 
the whole face of TV and open 
up dram atic programs to all 
sorts of things.” 
For N BC, John J . McMahon, 
vice president. Program Oper­ 
ations, says that “ this year, ex­ 
cept for the fact that there are 
few variety shows, has as good 
a balance as we’ve ever had. 
TTiere’s also a trend toward 
women as stars of action shows. 
In the past, these shows have 
depended on franchised he­ 
roes—cops, lawyers, doctors. 
Now that women are moving 
into those areas, it’s easier to 
find shows for women. It ’s defi­ 
nitely a trend.” 
All three are right. D iller is 
correct when he says that 25 
new shows, all starting at the 
same time, are a lot. Nobody 
w ill ever be able to see them all, 
and the ones with the biggest 
public relations campaign w ill 
probably win. 
Lafferty is right, when he 
says that there are im itators of 
The Waltons coming. In one 
form or another, each of the 
networks has a Waltwiesque 
show on the boards. 
And McMahon is right, in his 
view of the trend toward using 
women. There are three action 
shows on the schedule which 
star a woman—Angie Dickin­ 


son in Police Woman for NBC, 
Jessica W alter in Amy Pren­ 
tiss, also for N BC, and Teresa 
Graves in Get Christie Love, for 
ABC. 
In the Walton mold, or per­ 
haps the better generic term is 
nostalgic shows, there are C BS’ 
Sons and Daughters, N BC ’s L it­ 
tle House On the PTairie, and 
A BC ’s Paper Moon and The 
New Land. 
Crime shows, of course, con­ 
tinue to be prevalent. W e’ll 
have a spate of new ones. CBS 
has Ken Howard as Manhunter, 
another private eye. N BC has 
Jam es Gam er in The Rockford 
Files, more of the same. 
And ABC has three of them, 
plus the previously mentioned 
Get Christie Love. They are 
David Janssen as private eye 
H arry O, Darren M cGavin as 
K olchak—The N ight Stalk er 
who tracks down weirdos and 
kooks, and Robert Forster as 
Nakia, an Indian who is a depu­ 
ty sheriff in New Mexico. 
There are a few new series 
which are trying to plow new 
ground. N BC ’s Bom Free and 
C BS’ Planet of the Apes both 
come from very popular mov­ 
ies and will try to recapture 
that pt^ularity on the home 
screen. 
Born Free is part of an out­ 
doors trend. In that same broad 
area are N BC ’s Sierra, dealing 
with park rangers, and Kodiak, 
an ABC series dealing with life 
in Alaska.

In Illinois, physicians need 
permission from a parent or a 
guardian before they can in­ 
stitute treatment. (TTiis does 
not apply in a life-or-death situ­ 
ation.) 
Please, 
parents, 
leave 
written permission with your 
babysitter if the child is left 
with one. Or a note with the 
child, if he is too old for a sitter. 
Include the name of the child’s 
physician, list any allergies, 
chronic illnesses and the date of 
the last tetanus shot. Thank 
you. — Grateful R. N. 
Dear G: The simplest way for 
parents to make sure their 
child will receive immediate 
treatment if he is brought to a 
h(»pital emergency room is to 
see to it that the child or the sit­ 
ter knows where at least one 
parent can be reached at all 
times. The h(^ pital can then 
contact the parent and receive 
verbal permission to set the 
broken arm, stitch up the chin, 
or do whatever ne^ s to be 
done. 
The law in all states requires 
parental permission before a 
physician can treat a minor, 
except in cases where a life is 
threatened. 
Dear Ann Landers: My friend 
was killed yesterday and now 
that she’s dead everyone, in­ 
cluding me, is sorry for the way 
we treated her. Why do people 
always have to wait until a 
person gets very sick or dies 
before they let him know they 
liked him and thought he was 
important?

Out of sig ht, out of mind. 
There’s a lot to say about that old adag e. 
Take childhood diseases for ex amp le. One 
by one, they hav e fallen by the way side with 
the p rog ress of medical science. Such words 
as dip htheria and p ertussis hav e all but v an­ 
ished from the modern v ocabulary . 
Still, the unp leasant reminders continue 
and each y ear a number of cases of p olio are 
rep orted. Each y ear, measles outbreaks oc­ 
cur and each y ear rubella continues to strike. 
You mig ht ask why these diseases con­ 
tinue to be a menace and y ou would undoubt­ 
edly g et an answer that not enoug h children 
are being v accinated. 
The Center for Disease Control rep orts the 
p ercentag e of y oung children who are fully 
immunized ag ainst childhood diseases has 
drop p ed steadily over the p ast ten y ears. 
And to that p oint, Mrs. Ida Carlson, re­ 
g ional health rep resentativ e with the Illinois 
Dep artment of Public Health, addressed the 
Community Welfare Council of Lee County at 
Dix on State School this week. 
CWC is a serv ice g roup comp rised of a host 
of ag encies in Lee County including rep resen­ 
tativ es with Tri-County Op p ortunities Coun­ 
cil, Illinois Dep artment of Public Aid, Veter­ 
ans Commission, Ley dig Center, Dix on Pub­ 
lic Schools, area nursing homes and Comp re­ 
hensive Health Planning . Its p resident is Mrs. 
Billie Baker. 
Mrs. Carlson urg ed the g roup to bring 
about an awareness ” . . . and find out if y our 
kids are immunized. You know it used to be

come a p roblem for ev ery one ” the Rockford 
sp eaker emp hasized. 
The Illinois Medical Society has endorsed 
a state wide camp aig n entitled lAM— Immu­ 
nization Action Month— scheduled for Oc­ 
tober. 
“The emp hasis here is on children in the 1 


to 4 ag e bracket and . . . p rev ention is the 
name of the g ame,’’ Mrs. Carlson sp oke. 
She urg ed the CWC members to work 
closely with the County Health Dep artment in 
rep orting their finding s and called on Dr. E. 
S. Pam ienter, health dep artment adminis­ 
trator, to do all in his p ower to raise the level 


of immunization to the 95 p er cent level. 
Althoug h Mrs. Carlson had no fig ures lo­ 
cally to indicate the p ercentag e of immuniza­ 
tion in children, she did say state-wide the fig ­ 
ures are substantially lower, in some in­ 
stances in the 50 and 60 p er cent rang e. 
Dr. Parmenter added that local school ad­ 
ministrators are hesitant in rep orting their 
p ercentag e of immunization. Althoug h state 
law requires immunization of children, P ar­ 
menter said many children say their p arents 
didn’t want them to receiv e the shots and the 
m atter is drop p ed there. There has been no 
enforcement locally . 


In any ev ent, the emp hasis during October 
will be to immunize ag ainst the childhood dis­ 
eases including p olio, measles, mump s, ru­ 
bella, dip htheria, tetanus and p ertussis. 
An ex tensiv e p ublic relations camp aig n to 
g et the messag e out has been p lanned, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Carlson. Working with the 
state medical society to help in p ublicizing the 
ev ent will be women’s clubs across the state. 
The CDC p oints out an effectiv e measles 
v accine has been av ailable for 11 y ears, y et 
only 62.2 p er cent of l-to-4-y ear-old children 
had receiv ed v accine in 197 2. In 197 3, 61.2 p er 
cent had receiv ed the v accine. 
In 197 3, national surv ey s indicated that ap ­ 
p rox imately 5.8 million of the nearly 14 mil­ 
lion l-to-4-y ear-old children were unp rotected 
ag ainst the diseases. 


As an ex amp le, immunization levels for 
p olio drop p ed to a low of 60.4 p er cent in 1973 
from a hig h of 84.1 p er cent in 1963. The 1973 
national surv ey results indicate that, among 
non-white p reschool children in central cities 
of major metrop olitan area, only 40.3 p er cent 
had receiv ed three or more doses of oral p olio 
v accine. 
The p roblem is not limited to the urban 
g hetto as a surv ey into suburban areas indi­ 
cates. Only 68.3 p ier cent of the l-to-4-y ear-old 
children were adequately p rotected. 
The CDC has urg ed all p arents to make 
sure their children are fully v accinated and, if 
not, to see their doctor or contact the local 
p ublic health dep artment.

"Holiness to the L o r d " 
"T he House of the Lord built by the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints com m enced 
April 6, 
1853,

189 3." 


The foregoing words, carved into a stone tablet on the 
central tower at the east end of the Temple, indelibly 
document the 40 years (to the day) of unexcelled labor, 
skill and devotion against seemingly insurmountable 
obstacles which culminated in this marvelously-massive 
edifice. 
Although having smaller dimensions than many 
famous churches (186V^ ft. long and 118V(i ft. wide with east 
and west central towers reaching 210 ft. and 204 respec­ 
tively) the Temple is nonetheless one of the architectural 
masterpieces of this hemisphere. 
With upper walls 6 ft. thick, 
anchored to basement walls 8 ft. 
thick which, in turn, rest on 
foundations 16 ft. wide and 8 ft. 
deep, the Mormon Temple is the 
epitome of lasting strength. The 
six towers, three each on the 
east and west ends, are granite 
in their entirety. Spiral stair­ 
cases of 172 granite steps (each 6 
ft. long and 1700 lbs. in weight) 
and 4 landings apiece enhance all 
of the four 
corner tow ers. 
Crowning the central east tower 
is a 1 2 ft. hammered copper 
statue of the angel Moroni - 
gilded with heavy gold leaf. 
The granite was hauled 20 
miles south-east of the city by 
oxen. It required 4 yoke of oxen 4 
days to transport each of the 34 
“ E a rth Stones’’, the largest 
dressed stones in the edifice, 
weighing over three tons each. 
Additionally, there are 50 im ­ 
mense “ Moon Slones” - carved 
with the phases of the moon; and 
50 “ Sun Stones” of exceptional 
merit. 
Boasting a m ultitude of 
e x q u isite ly - fu rn is h e d 
and 
decorated rooms and ap art­ 
ments in the basement and on the 
first 
and second stories, the 
general assembly room is found 
on the third story of the Temple. 
It is 120 ft. long, 80 ft. wide and 36 
ft. high, with two rows of win­ 
dows providing abundant light. 
Total seating capacity is about 
2,000. 
The Temple is located on a 
10-acre “ Square” - 630 ft. by 630 
ft. - along with the 
famous 
Mormon Tabernacle. The latter 
is world renowned for its mar­ 
velous 
choir 
and 
astounding 
organ and acoustics. Brigham 
Young had a high wall con­ 
structed around the “ Square” to 
provide 
much 
needed 
em ­ 
ployment and to insure privacy.

“ I think he was surprised by 
i the fact that his family was 
willing to go through it, if need 
be,’’ Eisenhower said. 
He also said it would be a 
' good idea if Nixon ran again 
’ for public office. “ He’s been de­ 
fensive ... he’s been bitter. 
. He’s been all the rest in the 
. last year and a half,’’ Eisen­ 
hower said. “ But in calmer 
times under different circum­ 
stances, the man has a heck of 
a lot to contribute. 
“ If he went into the Senate, I 
think it would be a good idea 
... But I ’m positive he’s not 
thinking about it now.’’ 
Asked if he thought Nixon 
lied to the country about his 
knowledge of the Watergate 
• cover-up, Eisenhower said, “ 1 
don’t know. I don’t know what’s 
. on the rest of the tapes. I ’m not 
going to pass judgment on 
that.’’ 
Nixon was reluctant to tell 
his family about the damaging 
contents of the June 23 tapes, 
Eisenhower said. On Friday, 
Aug. 2, three days before ad­ 
mitting publicly that he had at­ 
tempt^ to thwart the F B I’s 
Watergate investigation, Nixon 
telephoned Julie and told her 
; “ something very serious had 
come up, that he’d probably 
have to resign.’’

Cox from New York and close 
friend C. G. “ Bebe” Rebozo 
was in town at the time, Eisen­ 
hower said. 
The family gathered in the 
privacy of the second floor of 
the White House. The then-pres- 
ident supplied transcripts and 
instructions “ to think about it a 
little while and come back,’’ 
Eisenhower said, with(Hit re­ 
vealing exactly what Nixon told 
his famih 


On Wednesday, Aug. 7, a day 
before he annoimced his deci­ 
sion to the country, Nixon told 
his family he would resign. 
“ ... 
We 
were 
concerned 
whether the smoking pistol was 
here or not, whether the in­ 
nocence or so-called guilt. How­ 
ever the issues were resolved, 
as a family it was best to re­ 
mind ourselves that 1968 was 
not a mistake, that if the Nixon 
administration came to a pre­ 
mature end, so be it.’’ 
Eisenhower stressed that the 
Watergate tragedy has not end­ 
ed for Nixon. “ There’s still 
something very direct and very 
threatening at issue right now,” 


he said. “ He’s already been 
subpoenaed.”

The colleges— well, a handful at least— will be off and running this first Saturday of Septem ­ 
ber. 
There are j ust nineteen games involving maj or college football teams, and one of those 
gam es— Notre Dame and Georgia Tech— is scheduled for national television on Monday night, 
September 9th. 
Six of the nation's top- ranked teams in 1973 will see action . . 
Notre Dame. Arizona State, 
Houston, U. C L. A. , North Carolina State, and Tennessee. And last year’s sm all college cham ­ 
pion, Louisiana Tech, will also open its season Saturday 
llth- ranked Arizona State, co champion of the Western Athletic Conference last fall, hosts 
14th- rated Houston in what has become a feature of 
early season play in recent years. 
In 
1972, the Sun Devils slipped by the Cougars, 33- 28, and this year Arizona State is favored by 
almost the same m argin— four points. 
The Wolfpack of North Carolina State had one of its most powerful teams in history last fail 
in winning the Atlantic Coast Conference title 
They were ranked 16th in the country. And the 
Pack is a heavy favorite over Wake Forest Saturday . . . the spread is 40 points 
In Knoxville, U. C L. A. clashes with the Volunteers of Tennessee. 
The Vols had an 8-4 sea­ 
son in '73, losing to Texas Tech in the Gator Bowl. The Bruins were 9 and 2, and are rather 
strong 20- point favorites in game number one for '74
